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Tue sale of hogs accounts 
for just over 1/10th of receipts from 
farm marketings in the U.S. In the 
Cornbelt states it accounts for over 
1/4th; in the leading hog state, Iowa, 
almost 2/5ths of the farm income is 
from hogs. Even in the depressed 
’30’s your hogs were known as the 
“Mortgage Lifters.” It is no wonder 
that Midwest farmers, bankers and 
businessmen alike follow develop- 
ments in the hog industry. 

But can the livestock farmer of 
the Cornbelt continue to rely on hogs 
for such an important share of his 
income? To answer 4hat we must first 
seek a reply to a more basic question: 
can pork continue to turn in a cred- 
itable record in the competitive con- 
test for the consumer food dollar? An 
appraisal indicates that pork-may be 
losing out. Beef and pork together 
make up over 75% of the total meat 
consumption. Pork consumption used 
to be above that of beef, but recently, 
consumption of beef has surpassed 
that of pork. In only 4 years of the 
past 24 has beef consumption exceed- 
ed that of pork, and two of these were 
1953 and 1954, Furthermore, it ap- 
pears that 1955 will be chalked up to 
the credit of beef.

Inextricably bound 
up with the improvement in our liv- 
ing are improvements in housing, 
transportation, shorter work weeks 
and workers who perform less strenu- 
ous jobs as the pace of mechanization 
of American industry and agriculture 
has increased. With these changes 
have come a change in our eating 
habits. Our diets now require fewer 
tetal calories. 

Along with these developments 
there has been an increased knowl- 
edge of nutrition and a growing 
awareness of the deteriorating effects 
of obesity.

Ed.|] Broadly the shift has been from 
hearty foods—potatoes, flapjacks and 
beans—to fruits, vegetables and eggs.

For years Ohio has had 
a quality hog marketing program. It’s 
paying off in real dividends every 
day. Hog men are taking advantage 
of the program by selling their meat- 
type hogs on a live graded basis. 
Market hogs in the top price weight 
bracket (180-220 lbs.) are live graded 
as to quality and sold on a price dif- 
ferential basis. Hogs are also being 
sold daily on their merit in auction 
and other markets. 

The Ohio Swine Improvement 
Program is a_ selection program. 
treeders and commercial producers 
have joined with other agencies as- 
sociated in the industry to incorporate 
the Swine Improvement Association 
of Ohio—the official body governing 
the program, Started in 1948 the pro 
gram has continued on a state-wide 
basis. Including the 1954 spring lit- 
ters, records show that 791 litters of 
prospective breeding stock have been 
nominated, Of this number 462 litters 
made the weight standards establish- 
ed by the association; 192 have been 
Ohio certified, representing 8 of the 
major breeds. 

Litters are certified, with a cer- 
tificate awarded to each boar or gilt 
intended for breeding purposes, when 
they have achieved the following 
standards: 

1. Farrowing requirements — At 
least 8 live pigs. Litter, sire and dam 
to be free from such defects as swirls, 
ridgling, rupture, inverted teats, etc. 

2. Weigh days and standards— 
Those prescribed by breed association 
may apply. For breeders not entered 


Editor's Note—A farmer came into our Stock 
Yards office and asked us to locate 2 bred 
Yorkshire gilts @ about $125 apiece. In our 
Classified Ads we tound Earl Miller, George- 
town, Ohio. Describing his gilts, Earl had 4 
left out of a litter of 13 farrowed, 12 saved, 
whose barrow and gilt on test at Columbus 
from 63 days to 2101b. wt., made 100 Ibs. 
gain on 286 Ibs. of feed. He called this P.R. 
litter "Ohio Certified." So we thought you'd 
like to know about Ohio's Swine Evaluation 
Station. Here ‘tis, by the originator of the idea. 


in a breed production registry pro- 
gram the association recommends 
weighing at 35 days. 

3. Gaining ability—The associa- 
tion requires that meat-type breeding 
stock shall be efficient in gaining 
ability. It requires that two pigs per 
litter be consigned for slaughter and 
average 200 pounds at 180 days of 
age or younger. 

4. Slaughter test—The two pigs 
tested are then slaughtered at about 
210 pounds. The litter may then fall 
in certified classes depending on the 
percentage yield of the trimmed 
primal cuts. This yield is found by 
dividing the total weight of the primal 
cuts (trimmed loin,’ skinned ham, 
New York shoulder and _ trimmed 
belly) by the live slaughter weight. 
The slaughtering and securing of all 
carcass data is done at the Meats 
Laboratory, Ohio State University. 

In the fall of 1954 Ohio breeders 
had offered to them the facilities of 
a swine evaluation station. These fa- 
cilities were provided by Ohio State 
University on a farm located near 
Columbus, The main objectives of the 
Swine Evaluation Station Program 
are: (a) to assist in selection and rec- 
ognition of breeding stock from Ohio 
herds that will improve production 
efficiency and the market value of the 
commercial hog crop. (b) Provide 
108 pen stations where breeders may 
have 2 pigs per litter fed under uni- 
form conditions of feeding and man- 
agement. (c) Determine the feed 


efficiency, rate of gain and carcass 
value of prospective breeding litters 
through records secured on two pigs 
per litter.

Acid Test of 
Hog Efficiency

and pays a nomination fee of $2.00. 
A representative pair of pigs (bar- 
row and gilt if possible, otherwise two 
of the same sex will be accepted) are 
selected at weighing time to be enter- 
ed in the station. .The breeder, county 
agent and Vo. Ag. teacher weigh the 
litter and make selection of the pair. 
The pigs are delivered by the breeder 
to the station on or before they are 
60 days of age and must have been 
treated for cholera before entering 
the station. A health certificate is 
required on each pair of pigs entering 
the station. The entrance fee for a 
pair of pigs per litter to the station 
is one pig. The other pig of the pair 
is purchased using the following for- 
mula: current top hog market price 
x 1% x average weight of the 2 pigs. 

All pigs in the station are self- 
fed a standard ration and started on 
feed at 63 days of age. Record of feed 
consumed by each pair of pigs is kept. 
The feed standard is 370 lbs. of feed 
or less per 100 lbs. of gain while on 
test. The individual pens in the sta- 
tion for each pair of pigs are 
6 ft. x 12 ft. and are equipped with 
uniform feeders and waterers. Pigs 
are weighed individually at bi-weekly 
intervals and are kept on test unti! 
they individually weigh 210 lbs. 

Sixty-two different breeders rep- 
resenting 9 breeds nominated 174 lit- 
ters last fall. Fifty-four breeders from 
27 counties entered 104 litters in the 
station. As of Feb. 21st, 136 individ- 
uals had reached the 210-lb. weight 
and were slaughtered. 

The Ohio Swine Improvement As- 
sociation located 17 Superior litters 
among the first 40 pairs slaughtered. 
To rate the Superior certification, the 
17 pairs of pigs had to produce 49% 
or more of their (turn to page 22)

Sam GUARD says, “If 
you could help the hog producer pick 
out his hog equipment just the same 
as you might help a bride and groom 
pick out their furniture, that would 
be a wonderful service to our indus- 
try.” Ili tackle that first job, Sam. 
I helped a bride select furniture some 
30 years ago and | have been living 
with most of it ever since, so if I can 
do as well in pointing to the advan- 
tages of selecting the right labor- 
saving, profit-producing equipment as 
I did on that furniture, I could be 
helpful to a good many readers, 

First things need to come first-—

and that is to have your sows in clean, 
comfortable quarters at farrowing 
time. Farrowing stalls and heat 
lamps have made it possible to save 
more pigs per litter, and to equalize 
litter sizes by transferring pigs from 
one sow to another. 

Where farrowing crates are not 
used, modern pig brooders should be 
installed in a corner of farrowing 
pens. The pigs can get under the 
shelter and safety of the brooder and 
be properly warmed while they are 
getting started in the early hours of 
their lives. Experienced swine men 
know that the cost of the brooder or 


eat away from the sows. 
facturers have made your job easy 
with a wide array of equipment which 
can be moved easily from place to 
place. These feeders protect feed from 
the weather. They hold a generous 
supply and that saves a lot of time 
and labor. Once-a-day attention is 
enough. Most of the new feeders will 
serve for pigs from birth to about 50 
Ibs. in weight, when they are ready 
to go on to conventional full-size feed- 
ers, 

For those who wish to use one of 
the synthetic sow milk replacers, a 
new nipple feeder is available. This 
piece of equipment and a box-full of 
baby pigs was a big attraction at the 
International Livestock Exposition. 

While modern (turn to page 31) 
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You should have been up 
at our annual Swine Institute this 
year and heard how an Iowa Maste1 
Swine Producer does it. About 2,000 
of them were in the high school audi- 
torium to hear Earle Hanselman, 
from LuVerne, down there on the 
Kossuth-Humboldt County line in 
Iowa. He has 40 litters of spring pigs 
and markets 9 per litter; his work 
made him a Master Swine Producer. 
Which in Iowa is something. 

Perhaps Earle’s main points were 
these: 8 to 10 inches of ground corn 
cobs for bedding; gilts only for far- 
rowing; synthetic milk will work, and 
clip the needle teeth. 


Mr. Hanselman _ self-feeds his 


hogs: said he was too lazy for slop- 
ping hogs! Actually, of course, he 
docs it because self-feeding gives 


much better hog results. He said it 
takes about 10 months for him to 
raise a pig for market—granting that 
for nearly 4 months of this time, the 
first 4 months, the pig is in a Pull- 
man berth, not visible to his eye! But 
he is feeding that pig just the same. 

Earle uses only gilts for farrow- 
ing, figuring that the sow gets too 
heavy, is too difficult to handle and 
lays on too many pigs. 

He selects for Meat Type hogs, 
makes sure to get away from the roly- 
poly gilt. He leaves the gilts out in 
pasture during breeding and makes 
sure to get the hog house ready for 
them. He made quite a lot of the 
point that too often the farmer delays 
getting the hog house in shape until 
the first gilts are ready to farrow. 
He says his method of cleaning the 
hog house is a lot of elbow grease, hot 
water, and lye. He sprays the walls 
with Lindane.

There’s Meat-Type 


in all the Breeds 


by Prof. G. R. Carlisle 


University of Illinois 


One of the biggest prob- 
lems facing our swine producers to- 
day is the fading market for pork. 
Too much over-fat pork is being offer- 
ed the housewife; she just turns it 
down in favor of beef, poultry, fish. 

Alright, you decide to do some 
thing about this. Now your No, 1 
problem is, “Where can I get the 
breeding stock to make this change?” 
And following closely, “What breed 
of hogs are Meat Type?” 

The first question is often a 
toughy, for big, rugged, well muscled 
boars with plenty of length are often 
hard to find. However, if care is 
taken to select the longer, meatier 
gilts in-a herd and then use the best 
boar available, regardless of breed, 
real progress can be made, 

Walter Schlichting & Sons, Apple 
River, LL, breeders and feeders of the 
Grand Champion carload of barrows 
at the most recert International, as 
admirably reported in your January 
issue, certainly have illustrated this 
point. This same partnership had the 
champion load of barrows at the In- 
ternational in 1947 and 1948. There 
was no comparison between this year’s 
load and the loads that won in 1947 
and 1948. This year’s load was far 
leaner, trimmer and much meatier, 
carrying much less fat. 

How had this change been made? 
The breed was the same; certainly no 
change had been made there. This 
change had been brought about mere- 
ly by selecting the longer gilts in the 
herd as sow replacements and then 
buying the best Meat Type boar they 
could find of the same breed as the 
gilts. 

The second question, “What breed 
is a Meat Type breed?” is far easier 
to answer. The answer is: “There is 
just no such breed in existence in 
which all hogs are Meat Type hogs.” 
The table in your November issue 
showing the actual kill of the carcass 
barrows at Austin is worth studying. 
There are two things that should 





be pointed out though. Where there 
are only a few hogs of a breed or 
line shown on the table, it is doubt- 
ful if the figures are entirely repre- 
sentative of the breed. Second, there 
is more difference within breeds than 
there is between breeds. 

If we drop out all breeds where 
only 1 hog is represented we have a 
difference between breed averages of 
$1.47 per cwt. of live hog from the 
highest breed to the lowest breed. 
However, with only one exception, 
there is more difference within each 
breed than this. And in all cases, the 
best hog of each breed is better than 
the poorest hog of the highest rank- 
ing breed. In fact, in most cases the 
average of the breed is better than 
the poorest hog of the highest-rank- 
ing breed. 

Your hog men who make a sincere 
effort to produce Meat Type hogs can 
do it, using the best of the breeds that 
we have today. It is a mistake to 
look to only one or a few breeds as a 
source of breeding stock. Meat Type 
hogs, like gold, are where you find 
them. And they are found in all 
breeds. The breeds themselves say:

Berks Avg. 10 Pigs 


While 659% of all hogs marketed these 
days produce nearly 30% of their live 
weight in lard, the average Berkshire pro- 
duces less than 15%. ° 

A lean-meat certification program for 
Berkshires was recently established, the re- 
quirements set up by men who are experts 
on swine carcasses. Two pigs from a litter 
are actually slaughtered and measured for 
meatiness. So far, 11 sets of pigs have been 
slaughtered. Their meatiness by actual meas- 
urement exceeded requirements by 23%. 
These pigs also had to weigh 200 Ibs. or 
more at 180 days. 

The average Berkshire during 1954 far- 
rowed a litter of 10 pigs. Very few over 
12 or 13; very few less than 7 or 8. These 
are right-sized litters. Pigs are big and 
husky with the ability and will to live. 

Recognized as great foragers, Berks hold 
modern feed records. Even on dry lot, rec- 
ords of 100 Ibs. gain on 300 Ibs. of feed 
have been made. 

The demand for breeding stock during 
1954 exceeded the supply. Established 
breeders actually sold 32° more hogs dur 
ing the year than the previous year.

A Start In Polands 


We are always especially glad of the 
opportunity to tell a young farmer how 
he can get started with a fine herd of Po- 
land Chinas. I am, of course, prejudiced. 
Nevertheless the list of interbreed Grand 
Championships won by our breed in the 
past six months ‘reads like a story book: 
the National, International, National West- 
ern, Southwestern, and a score of state fairs 
and market shows—including 3 complete 
sweeps of all the interbreed championships 
like the International show in Chicago. 

At this time when the emphasis on Meat 
Type in hogs is so great on all our mar- 
kets, these market show winnings have 
very real significance to every commercial 
hog raiser, and also to the young man who 
may be thinking of starting a breeding 
herd. When making selections, you boys 
should remember that we are in a period 
of transition in swine type. All hogs are 
not Meat Type; neither are all Polands of 
the meatier kind, impressive as our breed 
winnings may be. Therefore, great care 
should be exercised in making selections. 

The first thing a Meat hog should have 
is muscling, as indicated by fullness and 
firmness in the ham. (See Sam Guard's 
story of the Natl Barrow Show—titled 
“Muscling” -—— in Nov. BREEDER’S GA- 
ZETTE.) Next, he should have adequate 
length. Third, he should have the size and 
scale to reach market weight without tak- 
ing excessive market finish. And last, he 
should have the width between the front 
legs, chest capacity, to be a good doer in 
the feedlot 

I have no better illustration to recom- 
mend to you than the National Grand 
Champion barrow. I realize that he doesn't 
look much like some of the monstrosities 
in some of the Sunday supplements, but 
his cut-out figures were little short of 
phenomenal when slaughtered. In the last 
30 days before he went to the shambles 
he gained 2 lbs. per day! That is the true 
Meat-Type hog. 

If possible, I should (turn to page 35) 
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How about Raising 
Feeder Pigs? 





For some farm situations 
it will pay to raise feeder pigs to a 
weight of 35 or 40 lbs., and then sell 
these pigs for someone else to fatten, 

Some farmers will raise feeder 
pigs and carry them right through to 
market weight on homegrown or pur- 
chased feeds. 

Others will raise. feeder pigs and 
fatten them by purchasing feed to 
supplement what comes from their 
own farms. 

Others will buy feeder pigs and 
carry on a bigger hog feeding opera- 
tion than would be possible from far- 
rowings on their own farm. For still 
others the entire swine enterprise may 
be one of feeding, out purchased feed- 
er pigs. 

So many choices give you a better 
chance to capitalize on your own labor 
supply, feed situation, and other re- 
sources. And they offer a way to get 
started with a minimum of capital. 
Sut they also mean that the hog man 
can gain or lose heavily depending on 
how well he makes decisions about 
what to do and when. 

Some farmers just don’t have the 
housing, labor, or equipment to far- 
row as many pigs as they can prof- 
itably feed out for market. Early far- 
rowing—from January to early March 
—may mean high death losses on these 
farms. But later farrowing takes a 
big bite out of profits, because it 
means that hogs will not be ready for 
market until November or December, 
when hog prices have dropped sharp- 
ly. For these farmers, buying early 
feeder pigs may be the answer. 

3uying feeders has another ad- 
vantage. The man who must decide 
in September how many sows to keep 
for breeding purposes is actually try- 
ing to predict the market a year 
ahead. The man who buys feeders 
can wait until April, and only has to 
predict what it is going to be about 
four months away. 

Buying feeder pigs presents one 
big problem: there’s a limit to what 
you can afford to pay and still make 
a profit on the feeding situation. 

Four things enter into that de- 
cision: 1. What price are you expect- 
ing to get for market hogs? 2. How 


much does feed cost? 3. How much 
feed will it take to get your pigs to 
market weight? 4. What other costs 
labor, eqtuip- 
ment, interest, electricity, veterinary 
bills, or death losses?

A farmer planning to buy feeder 
pigs would do well to look at the fig- 
ures the U.S.D.A. puts out on spring 
farrowings. The price you expect for 
market hogs in the fall can tell you 
what you can afford to pay for feed- 
er pigs in the spring. 

Let’s assume that to raise a 35- 
Ib, feeder pig to a 200-lb. market 
weight will take 13.2 bus. of corn, To 
raise the same pig to 225 Ibs., 15.4 
bus. To raise the same pig to 250 
Ibs. 17.7 bus. 

Feed is, after all, the biggest cost 
in pork production, On the average, 
feed costs make up about 85% of to- 
tal hog feeding costs 

Now if you’d like to have 6 val- 
uable tables——-what price you can af- 
ford to pay for feeders when you 
market at 200 lbs., 225 and 250 lba., 
to recover feed costs and all cost

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The Miracle in Hog Raising is 


THE SOW HERSELF 


Sur came slowly over to 
the fence—ponderous with her young 
questioning, by grunts and snorts, 
my presence. In her belly, at least ten 
babies were signalling insistently for 
more food, I knew. I had watched her 
breeding and checked up on the way 
she’d been cared for. 

The greatest miracle of all was 
soon to take place. Ten or more live 
husky youngsters were about to come 
into the world, I knew. I had watch 
ed her being fed—all through gesta 
Lion 

I have witnessed many new 
“miracles” in hog raising—vitamin 
B-12, antibiotics, synthetic sow’s milk, 
sugared pre-creep starters, early 
weaning—all aimed at saving more 
pigs, growing them faster and reduc 


ing the sow’s importance. But here 


was still the miracle of miracles—the 
sow herself! 


Have we forgotten her? Have we 


taken her for granted? Figures say 
so. In lowa last year only 55¢ 
the hog farmers fed any commercially 
balanced feed ration to sows in the 
gestation period, And of this num 
ber fully 21% took the easy way of 
self-feeding. 

In 10 years, on a national aver 
age, we have painfully climbed from 
6.1 to 6.8 pigs per litter saved—almost 
in exact proportion to the increase in 
feeding supplement to sows. In the 
same period, I have seen good farms 
climb from 8 to 9 pigs saved per lit 
ter—two pigs ahead of the average. 

Where do these two extra pigs come 
from? . better breeding and man- 


agement, of course better sow 
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Here's how to feed and care 
for her, so she may bring 
you larger litters, heavier 


pigs and bigger profits. 


» of 


feeding most of all. Back in 1948, for 
example, one farm made a test of 25 
self-fed bred sows versus 26 trough- 
fed bred sows. Each of the self-fed 
sows used up 12c more feed daily in 
gestation, produced 17% fewer live 
pigs weighing 10% less per pig, wean- 
ed 26% fewer pigs. 

The live pigs farrowed from self- 
fed sows cost $2.34 apiece more in 
feed. Only one sow in the trough-fed 
lot failed to farrow, while 4 self-fed 
sows failed to produce any pigs. 

Do you realize the significance 
of raising your sights by 2 pigs per 
sow? It could mean reducing your 
sow herd nearly 30% to raise the 
same number of pigs, or increasing 
your pig crop by 30%; $2.00 or more 
off your cost per pig sold. And all 
of this accomplished before you've put 


a bite of feed into your baby pigs’ 


mouths! 

In these days the word “toil” is 
distasteful to man, but in these days, 
also, hog profits have narrowed, 
Trough-feeding (provided you fill the 
trough with nutrition and not saw- 
dust) pays far more than its cost in 
labor and puts a profitable wedge be- 
tween feed costs and selling prices. 

So much for feeding. How about 
breeding and management? Here are 
a few little known pointers that help 
take you out of the mine-run of hog 
producers and put you on top: 


1. Breed early, so pigs come be- 
fore plowing time. You have more 
time to feed pregnant sows and han- 
dle new litters in winter. (Besides, 
your pigs can catch the high market.) 


2. Manage fast pig growth so 
you can avoid overlap of baby pigs 
coming, with shoats still on the farm. 


3. Get help if you’re a poor 
judge of gilts. But in any case select 










by family performance on type, litter 
size, gains and feed performance. 


4. Breed a sow twice by the 
same boar, the first and second days 
of heat. You’ll get better settling and 
more pigs. 


5. Let newly-purchased breeding 
stock have 2 weeks to feel at home 
before mating. (Hogs can feel in- 
secure, too.) 


6. Move open sows close to boars 
so activity will tell you when they’re 
in heat. ’ 


7. Trough-feed twice daily at 
least 150 yards from sow shelter, to 
force exercise. 


8. Run sows with sows and gilts 
with gilts, so there will be no fighting 
or feed hogging. 


9. If a restless sow won’t take 
her pigs, after you’ve tried all other 
measures, call the vet for a pituitary 
shot. It usually works. 


10. Farrowing stalls are easier 
on you and save pigs, too. 


11. Don’t castrate or vaccinate 
in the creep. Baby pigs and sows 
might associate the creep with pain 
and fear, rather than food. 


12. Wean pigs in the morning, 
so sows and pigs will have all day to 
get over the separation. 


Proper sow care is complicated, 
perhaps, but worth real money to you. 
Because the true miracle in hog rais- 
ing is the sow herself—and she de- 
serves your help. 

’ Show me a good sow man, and 
you'll show me a master swine pro- 
ducer. There’s no doubt about it.

Farmers tallied up 
$16.7 billions from sales of livestock 
and livestock products in 1954, acecord- 
ing to Uncle Ezra’s experts. 3% less 
than 1954. But it tock 3% greater 
tonnage. Prices averaged 6% lower. 
Biggest gain was in income from cat- 
tle and calves, up 5%. Largest drop 
was in chicken and egg money. 


Hog prices should have a substan- 
tial rise in the next 3 or 4 months. 
Improvement may be slow at first, but 
it could come fast after this month. 
They overshot the mark on the down 
side, even after allowing for the in- 
crease in supplies, A substantial cor- 
rection is due. 

You farmers had 13% more hogs 
on Jan. 1 than a year ago, but 10% 
less than the 1944-53 average. Num- 
bers were 4th smallest since 1938, 
Slaughter has been running about 
1/6th larger than a year ago, but 
that’s only about the same as two 
years ago. Prices are nearly $10 a 
cwt, below a year ago and $5 below 
two years ago, 

About 55% of last year’s fall 
crop was farrowed in June-August. 

Starting in April, it may pay you 
to carry hogs to a little heavier 
weight. The expected price should 
more than offset the discount on 
moderately heavier hogs. 

Also, it’s a good time to buy feed- 
er pigs to finish for the summer mar- 
ket, especially if you have corn that 
you can’t put under loan. 

This year’s spring pig crop is ex- 
pected to be up 56%. However, it may 
end this cyclical upswing in hog pro- 
duction. The hog-corn ratio is sub- 
stantially below the long-term aver- 
age. Jt still is high enough to permit

efficient producers to make a profit, 
but high-cost producers probably will 
begin to drop out. Hence, the fall pig 
crop may be smaller this year. 


Beef cattle of the upper grades 
probably will work irregularly lower 
in the next 3 months. Prime steers 
are absent from most markets, but 
priced well below the January peak. 
Choice cattle also have lost $1 or more 
a ewt. Further decline of $1 to $3 
is not unlikely as the feeding season 
progresses, cattle still in feedlots get 
heavier and fatter. Biggest decline 
will be on the top kinds. Close selling 
of such cattle on one- or two-day 
price upturns is the thing to do, es- 
pecially if they show a good profit. 

Good grade slaughter’ cattle 
prices also are likely to sag, but less 
than higher grades. Commercial cat- 
tle will work mainly sidewise. Feeding 
plain cattle out as long as they are 
gaining well is the better course. 

Prices for Utility, Cutter and 
Cannery grades are likely to be steady 
to slightly higher next 2 months, then 
turn down when eariy grassers come. 
Clean these up closely on strong mar- 
kets in the next 30 to 60 days. 

Stocker prices probably will stay 
strong until graziers have filled most 
of their pastures. Demand good, of- 
ferings light in spite of drouth. 
140,000 Mexican cattle have been 
bought eagerly because of their 
“shrunken out” condition at the bord- 
er. Because of the strong demand, 
Mexico increased the quota over the 
173,000 originally set for the first 
half of the year.

but are likely to hold fairly well 
through early May. You'll not miss 
much if you close out on, a strong spot 
in April. The supply of fed lambs is 
running down. 

Stock ewe numbers are up a little 
bit. Mature ewes were down 1%, but 
ewe lambs were up 9%. Points to an 
increase in flocks in the next year or 
two, probably in response to the in- 
centive payment on wool. But slaugh- 
ter supplies in ’55 may be slightly less 
than in ’64, 

Spring lamb prices may not start 
quite as high as last year, but the de- 
cline from the May or June high 
ought to be less drastic than the $5 
to $6 break last year. However, creep- 
feed and push your early lambs for 
market before July 1. 

Wool market is in good shape to 
take the new clip. March 1 stocks 
were down to 68 million pounds, 
against 90 million a year ago and 154 
million two years ago. Prices to grow- 
ers in February averaged 50.7c a Ib., 
against 53.lc a year previous. Bar- 
ring war, a big price upswing does 
not appear to be in the cards—wool 
cards, that is!

Pasture for Hogs 
Cuts Cost 


Up to 30% less grain and 
50% less protein supplement are need- 
ed when pigs are on good pasture. 
The need for special vitamin supple- 
ments is lessened or almost complete- 
ly eliminated when pigs are getting 
all or a part of these nutrients 
through green, succulent pasture. As- 
suming an acre of alfalfa or clover 
will carry 20 hogs from weaning to 
market and using constructive fig- 
ures, a saving of 20 bus. of grain and 
600# of protein supplement at to- 
day’s prices would be about $60 saved 
on getting the 20 hogs to market. 

Good pasture on clean ground 
furnishes pigs the chance to avoid 
swine parasites and filth-borne dis- 
eases that cause large losses. It will 
help greatly in cutting the amount of 
money spent each year in treating 
pigs for old hog lot diseases.- 

Clean pasture will also help off- 
set feed losses caused by feeding hogs 
heavily infested with internal para- 
sites end other diseases. Cost of treat- 
ing pigs for internal parasites can be 
reduced by using clean pastures and 
will be more effective than many 
treatments used. 

Ladino, alfalfa and red clover are 
among the best pastures for hogs. 
However, during drouth years, many 
pastures intended for hogs in 1955 
were lost to hot, dry weather and this 
has caused farmers to look for other 
pasture crops to use. 

One combination of crops—oats 
and rape—will furnish the earliest 
pasture of any spring-seeded com- 
bination. This combination has almost 
three-fourths the per acre carrying 
capacity of alfalfa. Like other crops, 
they respond to heavy application of 
fertilizer applied according to soil test 
recommendations. Pasturing can be- 
gin on oats and rape when it is 6 to 
8 inches high. 

Sudan grass has furnished a lot 
of summer pasture for cattle and 
sheep even here in Missouri and can 
also furnish summer grazing for hogs. 
The carrying capacity of sudan from 
July to frost will equal or exceed that 
of alfalfa. 

Fall-seeded small grains such as 
barley, wheat, and rye are furnishing 
early spring pasture for sows and lit- 
ters and weanling pigs. Winter oats 
provide early grazing this spring. 

Lespedeza has a place in furnish- 
ing pasture for pigs and although it 
may not furnish pasture over as long 
a period or have the carrying capacity 
of some of the other legumes, it can 
be seeded this spring and will fur- 
nish excellent pasture during the sum- 
mer.—BILL Pucnu, Univ. of Mo.

(from page 7) pork cuts from fat 
hogs or for the lard. And this. despite 
bargain prices for lard. While whole- 
sale prices of hams and loins are more 
than three times their 1940 levels, 
lard prices have increased only two- 
and-a-quarter times. 

Lard, of course, will continue to 
be produced as a “joint product” with 
the more desired parts of the hog car- 
cass. But hogs carrying large amounts 
of fat probably will be discounted 
quite severely most of the time. 

In response to this price outlook, 
many of you farmers are shifting 
production to the Meat Type hog 
which yields more lean relative to fat. 
By such action you hope to produce 
products that will have greater ap- 
peal to consumers and thereby 
strengthen the position of pork in the 
ever intense competition. 

But shifts in consumer demand 
are not the only changes which bear 
watching by the livestock farmer. 
Continued developments in the tech- 
nology of producing beef and pork 
influence their cost and are therefore 
important in determining the profita- 
bility of the cattle or hog enterprise. 
Farm programs may also influence 
the decision regarding the relative 
size of enterprises. Attempts to shrink 
total agricultural output by restrict- 
ing the production of certain grains 
and cotton and expanding the produc- 
tion of hay and pasture crops favor 
cattle over hogs. 

The development of improved ma- 
chinery to handle forage crops per- 
mits and encourages the expansion of 
beef cattle. Similar technological de- 
velopments have occurred in the pro- 
duction and harvesting of corn, the 
chief raw material used in the produc- 
tion of hogs. Advances in nutrition 
and breeding have increased and may 
increase further the efficiency with 
which feed is converted into beef and 
pork. These innovations give periodic 
cost advantages to beef, and then to 
pork. Which enterprise will be most 
profitable is difficult to appraise over 
the long pull. The large rewards re- 
vert to those who adopt the new prac- 
tices early. Stilbestrol, as an example, 
may lower the cost of cattle feeding 
so that net returns will increase. 
However, the larger profits of that 
year will induce more feeders into the 
game. Competition for feeder cattle 
will force their price up while the 
larger volume coming on the market 
will force the market price lower. The 
result after several seasons of feed- 
ing stilbestrol may well be only nor- 
mal profits on the feeder enterprise. 

While the type of adjustment 
which must be made if hogs are to 
continue to be regarded as “mortgage 
lifters” is fairly evident, adjustments 
due to changes in relative cost are 
much more difficult to spell out. You 
must stay abreast of technological 
change so that you can allocate your 
resources of labor and feed to the 
enterprises where return is greatest.

1. What assurance do you have of the 
future status of your business? A better 
understanding of human nutrition and 
consumer preferences reveal a definite 
trend in favor of foods of animal origin. 
Kelly, of Ill., reports the average per- 
son is eating 1/10th more meat (in- 
cluding poultry and fish), nearly 1/3rd 
more eggs and 1/10th more dairy prod- 
ucts than in 1941. 


2. Flavor in meat is elusive, often 
impaired in preparation, From what age 
and sex of cattle is the fullest flavored 
beef derived? From mature steers 


3. When necessary to use late cut or 
weathered hay, how is it best supple- 
mented for fattening cattle? When 
either 1 lb. of molasses or 8 lbs. of corn 
silage per head per day were added to 
a ration of corn and cob meal, soybean 
oilmeal and over-ripe, rain-damaged 
timothy, the rate of gain and degree of 
finish were increased and the grade of 
carcass improved over cattle receiving 
the same fattening ration without either 
molasses or corn silage. 


4. What is prepotency? The superior 
transmitting power of one parent over 
the other in determining the character 
of the progeny. 


5. Does breed influence the gestation 
period in cattle? Yes. Studies at Ohio 
show a significant difference between 
the dairy breeds: Ayrshires, Holsteins 
and Jerseys, 278 days; Guernseys, 283 
days, and Brown Swiss, 289 days. Here- 
ford cows carried their calves 10 days 
longer than Angus cows. In case of 
cross-breds, the gestation was inter- 
mediate in length between the two par- 
ent breeds. 


6. Why the warning against feeding 
stilbestrol to breeding stock? It is a fe- 
male sex hormone intimately related to 
sexuality and the reproductive func- 
tions. Its effect in added amounts for 
breeding stock has not been explored 
as it has for feeding stock and interfer- 
ence with breeding efficiency is a pos- 
sibility. 


7. Is an outbreak of brucellosis more 
or less serious if the herd has been 
brucellosis free for several years? Its 
spread will be much more rapid and ex- 
tended. Susceptibility of individual cat- 
tle will be much higher than if they 
had been exposed frequently to an oc- 
casional carrier with consequent build- 
up of tolerance, which makes them 
more resistant to the disease. 


8. How do cow’s, ewe’s, sow’s and 
mare’s milk compare? Both ewe’s and 
sow’s are richer in protein and fat 
than cow’s milk, while mare’s milk is 
lower in these but richer in sugar 


9. Is there a bird repellent available 
to rid cornices, window sills and other 
roosting places of objectionable pigeons, 
starlings, etc.? Ohio Research Founda- 
tion reports the development of an 
odorless, sticky foam applied from a 
push button container which keeps 
birds away for a year or more.

(from page 8) live weight in the 
4 primal cuts, produce 100 lbs. gain 
on less than 370 lbs. of feed and 
weigh 200 Ibs. in 180 days or less. 
Litters from the station are certified 
Ohio Commercial if they produce 47 
to 49% of their live weight in primal 
cuts and meet the same feed and 
weight standards as for Ohio Su- 
perior. Litters below these standards 
are not certified. The average of 
324.8 pounds of feed was required to 
produce 100 lbs. gain fog the 17 pair 
rating Superior and their average age 
at slaughter was 158.6 days. All rec- 
ords made on each pair of pigs at 
the station and slaughter test are 
made available to the breeder. 

Another portion of the Ohio proj- 
ect is the field or farm program, In 
this program pigs are raised by the 
breeder until they reach market 
weight. Then a pair of pigs from the 
litter is brought into the University 
to secure carcass data, If the pair of 
pigs average 49% or more of their 
live weight in the primal cuts the lit- 
ter will be rated and certified Ohio 
Improved, and if the primal cut yield 
is 47 to 49% the litter is rated Ohio 
Commercial. In this program, litter 
size and weight, gaining ability and 
carcass value are the standards for 
certification. 

A Proven Sire in the Ohio pro- 
gram is a boar, from an Improved or 
Superior litter, that sires 5 Improved 
or Superior litters from 3 or more 
sows. A Proven Dam is a sow, from 
an Improved or Superior litter, that 
raises 2 Improved or Superior litters, 
A Certified Mating is a repeat mat- 
ing of a boar and sow that have al- 
ready produced an Improved or Su- 
perior litter. Repeat litters, to be 
eligible for certification, must be offi- 
cially nominated and meet the asso- 
ciation standards for litter weights. 

The Swine Improvement Associa- 
tion of Ohio believes that a founda- 
tion for the improvement of market 
hogs lies in the inherent capabilities 
of the several breeds that Ohio breed- 
ers produce.

They say 
farmer can use 16-30°% ground corn cobs 
or poor quality alfalfa hay to add bulk to 
a hog ration. That way, it's possible to 
self-feed as farmers are accustomed, but 
still get the advantages of a limited intake 
of the digestible nutrients. To rations of 
hogs to 210 \bs., they added corn cobs and 
poor quality hay to corn (58%), oats 
(15%), soybean oilmeal (17%), tankage 
(5%) and alfalfa meal (59%). Without 
the additions, the basic ration contained | 
16% total digestible nutrients. The addi- 
tion of 16% and 30°% ground corn cobs, | 
or 28% and 55% ground alfalfa hay de 
creased the digestible nutrients to 69% 
for the smaller addition of each, and to 
62% for the larger addition. The basi 
ration was used for self-feeding and in 
limited hand-feeding. The hand-fed lot got 
0% as much as the lot on the basic self 
fed ration. In summary, rations with addi 
tions of corn cobs or small amounts of 
poor quality alfalfa produced lean, high 
erading, firm carcasses more economically 
than the baic ration. Farmers that have 
ground cobs or poor alfalfa hay on hand 
can mix 16-30% with their self-fed hog 
ration to get benefits of limited feeding. |

Alfalfa in 
Wide Row Corn 


W: may see one of the 
greatest changes in our rotational sys 
tem of the past half-century—seeding 
alfalfa and other hay crops in wide- 
row corn. You can grow corn and still 
prevent soil erosion with the wide- 
row corn method. 

Not only will wide row corn make 
it possible to conserve the soil but 
farmers will produce feed more effi- 
ciently. The oats year of our present 
rotation in Wisconsin has usually pro- 
duced 1,750 lbs. of T.D.N. per acre 
(75 bu. of oats). Whereas, corn (100 
bu.) will produce 5,250 lbs. of T.D.N. 
and alfalfa hay (4 tons) will produce 
4,000 lbs. of T.D.N. Thus, going di- 
rectly from corn to alfalfa will help 


‘J es 
to produce feed more efficiently in 


our dairy rotation. 

Interseeding of legumes in corn 
is not a new idea. However, only re- 
cently have the corn rows been spaced 
so enough sunlight can reach the seed- 
ling, and sufficient amounts of plant 
food applied not only to feed the corn 
but also the alfalfa seedings. Build 
ing the fertility of our soil so that it 
can produce 100 bus. of corn has also 
made this method more feasible. Ap- 
proximately 40% of the nitrogen ap- 
plied to our corn fields remains in 
the soii for*the next ‘crop, frequently 
causing the tall oats to lodge. 

At most stations, successful es- 
tablishment of alfalfa, red clover, and 
vetch in wide corn rows has been se 
cured by interplanting during June. 
Yields of corn in the 60-inch rows 
have been equal to those in the 40- 
inch rows providing plant population 
per acre is the same. In some cases, 
60-inch row yields have actually ex 
ceeded yields made with conventional 
40-inch rows. In the 80-inch rows, 
corn yields have been reduced about 
20% even though equal plant popula 
tions were maintained. Average corn 
yields per acre for one station locat 
ed on fertile soil for the years 1951- 
1954 are as follows: (Plant popula- 
tion in all cases 16,000 plants per 
acre) 40-inch row—119 bu.; 60-inch 
row—124 bu.; 80-inch row—94 bu. 

At the LaCrosse Soil Conserva- 
tion Station, hay yields per acre in 
1954 were a little more than 3 tons 
of high quality alfalfa. Also corn 
seeded in 60-inch rows in a prepared 
seedbed yielded 116 bushels per acre, 
while corn planted in the wheel track 
on freshly plowed land yielded 122 
bushels (15,000 plants per acre in 
both cases). 

Last year we had field plots in 
13 counties. The corn was drilled in 
60-inch rows and received 300 lbs. of 
5-20-20 drilled per acre; 300 to 500 
lbs. of 0-12-36 were applied either 
broadcast or banded with the alfalfa, 
depending upon soil test. Alfalfa was 
seeded 8 lbs. per acre when the corn 
was from 12 to 36 inches high. Corn 
yields varied from 51 bu./acre on the 
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sandy soil at Spooner (population 12,- 
000) to 131 bu. on the Carrington Silt 
loam in Dodge County (population 
19,000). Most fields averaged be- 
tween 85 and 105 bushel per acre. 

You must use utmost eare in seed- 
ing alfalfa in wide row corn. How- 
ever, you may be interested in trying 
this method experimentally, on a 
small acreage. Here are general di- 
rections: 

1. Select a field that has a good 
water holding capacity (avoid sands). 

2. Select a field that does not 
need any lime. 

3. Apply the 
plowing. 

4. Delay plowing until you are 
ready to plant your corn. 

5. If possible, extend your corn 
planter to a 60-inch row so that it 
will be possible to plant in the wheel 
track of your tractor immediately aft- 
er plowing (if plowing is not perfect, 
one light discing might be necessary). 
Wheel track planting leaves the soil 
rovgh and helps to prevent erosion. 
It also gives a depression in the corn 
row that helps prevént ridges in the 
following hay field, and allows the 
corn to get an even start with the 
weed seeds, 

6. Inerease the number of ker- 
nels per foot of row (one kernel every

7. Increase the drilled fertilizer 
applications proportionately. 

8. If possible, plant with corn 
rows running north and south. This 
helps to give the seedling a more uni- 
form distribution of the sunlight. 


9. Extreme care must be used in | 


cultivating. Rotary hoe will help keep 
the field level. 

10. Use of chemical weed con- 
trol such as 1 lb. of 2,4-D ester per 
acre pre-emergence, is satisfactory.

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How to Drive a Sow? 


Back her in with a Bushel Basket!

W:: got home from Cali- 
fornia just in time to look after the 
brood sows. Tonight I am waiting up to 
be on hand when four of our best old 
ladies are due to farrow. They have 
each made a nest, carefully spreading 
each bit of fodder. We are using corn 
fodder, shredded and baled right after 
the picker-sheller finished the field. It 
seems to stay dry better, and also stays 
flat so the little pigs don’t tangle up in it. 

Before putting the sows in their in- 
dividual pens, we had the pens cleaned, 
brooders securely fastened in the cor- 
ners, with good heavy duty electric 
cords going to the heavy-duty sockets 
for the light bulbs. By using brooders 
in the corner of the pen, we can use 
100-watt ordinary light bulbs for heat, 
and the little pigs stay out of the sow’s 
way better than with.the hanging type 
of heat bulbs. Also, it takes less current! 

We have 2 x 4 guards around the 
pens, about 8” above the floor and 6” 
from the wall so the sow can’t lay with 
her back against a wall to smother the 
little pigs that might be there. 

The sows were conducted (not chas- 
ed) into their individual pens 5 days 
ago, There was no commotion or ham- 
mering in the pen after she arrived 
there. A sow spends a lot of time mak- 
ing her nest to suit her, usually within 
24 hours of farrowing time. If she is 
moved to another pen or her nest is 
disturbed for cleaning, often the sow 
will be busy remaking her nest when 
she would normally be lying down giv- 
ing birth to her little pigs. 

The ration has been a wet slop, mixed 
with warm water, and on the liquid 
side, so there will be no constipation 
to interfere with the passage of the 
little pigs when they are born. 


It pays to take time to let your sows 
out for a walk in the alley each morn- 
ing. It is not natural for a sow to fowl 
her nest. She will go outside if she has 
a chance, and it will be easier to keep 
your sows regular, and also easier to 
maintain the pen, if she is permitted 
to go for a walk at feeding time. 

A good pile of dry sand in the alley 
is a mighty handy item to have on hand 
at farrowing time. A shovelful of dry 
sand tossed on a slippery place makes 
better footing for the new born pigs and 
also prevents moisture from spreading 
into the bedding. 

Speaking of bedding, you must be 
careful to give your sows enough feed 


| so they won't eat their bedding. After 


they have farrowed, we like to keep 


plenty of fresh alfalfa hay in the pen 
for them to eat at, Also be careful 
that you don’t let someone not used 
to feeding your sows, do the feeding 
some night after you have kept them 
on light rations for a few days, prepar- 
ing for farrowing. They are apt to fil! 
them up too full. 


We mark the little pigs right away 
Many of our sows farrow extra large 
litters. We can easy transfer the extras 
to a sow with a smaller litter if they 
farrow about the same time, and are 
identified. Clipping the fighting teeth 
not only prevents fighting among the 
little pigs but also prevents injury to 
the sow’s teats as they get older. 

A double panel, hinged in the mid- 
dle, each half 2’ high by 8 long, that 
can be used as a hurdle to guide your 
sows into doors and across alleys, is an 
absolute necessity on a hog farm. Make 
these two panels, hinged together, light 
enough so they can be handled easily. 
If you have a set of two of these hinged 
panels, you can wire the two loose ends 
together, making a square pen in which 
you can walk hogs from one building 
to another without chasing them. 

And if you have a big sow who 
doesn’t want to go up a chute or else- 
where, turn her around, hold a bushel 
basket over her head, and back her in. 
It's a lot easier, and quicker, than 
trying to push her! 

This is not offered as being some- 
thing new for you. But I find I need to 
be reminded of these things myself, and 
it is offered in that spirit. In the morn- 
ing I should be able to tell you how the 
four litters turned out. 

PS. 8 a.m., next morning. Only one 
litter so far, 10 pigs, all alive and scrap- 
ping. Ears marked and teeth clipped. 

P.P.S. You know we have cattle too. 
Well, our sows are farrowing in the big 
barn, where the cattle are. I like to use 
a curry comb on the cows and heifers 
and comb off the loose hair that comes 
off easy at this time of year. The cows 
remember this and you can get up to 
most all of our cows, even later on in 
the pasture, to scratch them. Good way 
to spend the time while waiting for that 
uneasy sow to finish farrowing. 

2nd P.P.S. Earl, Frank and I are plan- 
ning a trip to the Nat’l Polled Short- 
horn sale in Ky. and hope to see you. 
Our bulls and brood sows are selling 
like the good old times, moving out well 
at slightly reduced prices. I don’t see

Egg prices may not go much high- 


er during spring, but will work up- 
ward in summer and early fall. Price 
rise since early winter has slowed 
culling. Growers plan to buy 18% 
fewer chicks for pullets. Number of 
early pullets ready to lay in late sum- 
mer and early fall will be considera- 
bly smaller than in 1954. Returns 
from eggs over feed costs in the year 
ahead will be consistently better. 
Broiler prices probably will sag 
after early May. Better sell farm 
broilers and fryers as soon as the 
birds reach market size for their breed. 


Feed grain prices may recover 


part of their winter break in the next 
month or two, but are likely to stay | 
lower than last year. Oats and bar- | 


ley probably will decline again by 
early summer, while corn and possi- 
bly sorghums should show moderate 
strength during hot weather. The gov- 
ernment continues to sell substantial 


amounts of corn going out of condi- | 


tion. The “free” stocks of oats and 
barley appear more than ample, but 
“free” stocks of corn may become 
tight, since current prices will en- 
courage eligible farmers to place more 
under loan by May 31st. 

If you have surplus oats or bar- 
ley, se'ling on any early upturn looks | 
advisable. If you need corn for feed- | 
ing, buying soon during a price dip 
will save you money. If you are eligi- 
ble, sealing your own corn of storable 
quality and buying corn for feeding 
looks like a profitable deal. Acreage 
allotments are up 8% in the coun- 
ties in which they apply. 

Feed stuffs will stay cheaper 
than last spring. Poor feeding ratios 
have made some farmers negligent 
about balancing feeds. Using home- 
grown feed is sound practice—if prop- 
erly supplemented with protein and 
other additives. But, buying proteins 
for only a short time ahead will work 
out all right within the next month | 
or two. 

Hay prices will work lower as the 
country “greens up.” Carrying over a 
stack or extra mowful won’t hurt any.

old Hampshire boar in the herd of 
Carr Bros., McNabb, Ill, has just 
been rated a Certified Meat Boar. 
This designation, assigned by Hamp- 
shire Swine Registry, is based on defi- 
nite superior productivity, rate of 
gain, and carcass excellence, as deter- 
mined by progeny test. 


A litter must first qualify as a 
Production Registry Litter. To do 
this there must be 8 or more pigs 
raised and the litter must weigh 320 
Ibs. at 56 days of age, if a sow’s lit- 
ter; 275 lbs. if a gilt’s litter. Then 
two pigs from this litter go to a 
slaughter station. 

Both pigs must have attained a 
weight of 200 lbs. in 180 days, or its 


equivalent. Then the carcass is meas- 
ured for length and for fat back thick- 


ness. The loin is cut at the 10th rib 
and a tracing made of the loin eye 
muscle, 


When 5 litters sired by one boar 
and from 5 different sows (not over 
2 of which are dam and daughters or 
full-sisters) have qualified, that boar 
is designated a Certified Meat Sire. 

King Edward first qualified as 
a P.R. boar in the Dean Snyder herd 
at Good Hope, Ill., on his first crop 
of pigs. The Snyders followed through 
the Certification Testing Program 
and have now certified 6 King Ed- 
ward litters. These litters that quali- 
fied King Edward as the first Certi- 
fied Meat Hampshire Boar averaged 
9% pigs raised to a 56-day weight of 
507.15 lbs. At 180 days of age they 
averaged 230.41 lbs., had an average 
length of 29.7 in., 1.425-inch average

(from page 13) like to have my boar, 
or foundation for a herd, by a Certified 
Meat Type Boar out of a CMT litter. 
I certainly would want them out of Pro- 
duction Tested dams. And, I would select 
them out of a good /itter, rather than se 
lecting the outstanding pig out of a litter 
with considerable variation in type. 

How I would get started would depend 
upon my working capital. Right now bred 
sows are an excellent buy. Many of the 
right kind out of large litters and bred to 
good boars can be purchased from $150 
to $200. 

We can expect good open gilts to sell 
worth the money this spring. $100 will 
buy a lot of quality. $200 or so will buy 
an excellent herd sire prospect, with which 
to mate them. Or, f your funds are limited 
along about June, $40 to $50 will proba 
bly buy excellent weaned gilts in quantity 

However, the important thing in making 
any purchases is to know and recognize 
the difference between Meat hogs and day 
light-saving hogs. All long, stretchy hogs 
are not Meat hogs. Get behind them and 
see if they have ham and loin. Look be 
hind the shoulders—see if there is meat 
there, or a big pocket where the front end 
of the loin should be. The real need is 
for more lean, not just less fat and lard. 

After you select your breeding stock, the 
other basic principles are feeding, manage- 
ment and sanitation. Most of our feed 
companies today are putting out excellent 
supplements for home-grown grains and 
pastures. But no feed can take the place 
of proper sanitation and good management. 

Clean ground, plenty of water a// the 
time, adequate housing in the winter— 
shade in the summer—and attention to de- 
tails are of utmost importance. 

Finally, if you are in the commercial hog 
business, market them before they weigh 
225 Ibs. If you are going into the produc- 
tion of breeding stock, have them well 
grown and in good condition when they 
are ready for sale. 

Year in and year out, the hog business 
has been a profitable business to the man 
who keeps abreast to the trends of the 
times. Now is an excellent time to found 
a herd or make improvements—when the 
pork market is a bit on the weak side.

care of.” The essential_point is that 
no more than 8 to 10 pigs should be 
in a pen where one has taken them 
away from the sow to carry them 
along on synthetic sows’ milk. He had 
quite a little loss and trouble with one 
group of 25 such pigs in a pen. but 
when he cut the size down to no more 
than 10 in one feeding pen, he had 
good success. Also, he changed the 
formula given on the sales package 
from 5 parts of water to 1 part of 
powder to 8 parts of water to 1 part 
of powder. He thinks it is better if 
one can leave pigs 4 or 5 days before 
putting them on the milk, but that 
they will begin to drink at 3 days 
when they get hungry enough to make 
the first try. He advised a shallow 
pan as the best container. 

In cutting down the size of the 
litter dependent on the sow and mak- 
ing up a group of 8 to put in one pen 
to be fed with synthetic milk, Earle 
said, “I rob off the stronger ones,” 
The little pigs slop on themselves, but 
if there are only 8 in the pen and 
there is a heat lamp, they will get 
along all right. 

When he has got one group of 
small pigs on synthetic milk and he 
has to start another group, he puts in 
one of the “educated pigs’ with the 
new starting group. You don’t need 
a lot of equipment to handle pigs on 
synthetic milk. 

Now if you don’t know too much 
about the Meat-Type hog, one of the 
tests is extra length. If farmers were 
only able to use that single test, de- 
spite all the errors they would make 
in selection of Meat hogs for breed- 
ing stock, the passing of that one test 
would mean a general rise in the 
quality of pork hanging from the rails 
in packing houses. The length test is 
a step in the right direction. 

“We want premiums for the bet- 
ter Meat-Type hogs, to be sure,” said 
Earle Hanselman, “but the greatest 
premiums we hog producers can ever 
receive is to have the consumer read- 
ily buying our pork instead of it taking 
an act of Congress to provide the mon- 
ey to move the hogs off our farms.” 

The Hanselman gilts today are 
6th generation from hybrid boars. 
They go into Doane-type houses when 
the pigs are 4 or 5 days old. These 
houses have a 4 ft. alley between 2 
pens 8 ft. x 8 ft. on either side. 

What’s in the self-feeder for the 
gilts? 30 bu. shelled corn, 80 bu. oats, 
500 lbs. middlings, 200 lbs. tankage, 
200 lbs. soybean meal, 850 Ibs. 3rd 
cutting alfalfa hay! 40 lbs. salt, 40 
Ibs. mineral, and 30 lbs. bonemeal— 
all ground together. Ear corn is fed 
by hand according to the fleshing de- 
sired on the gilts.—Davip S. OWEN, 
editor of the “Hormel Farmer.”

A np You Can Just Ber We'Lt Keep Our EpiroriaL Tusks AS LONG 
and sharp as possible—fighting for proved purebreds and full parity for their 
pigs at the market. You can't have growthy 
crossbreds wishout efficient purebreds to rotate 
with. And we've wondered if there are not 
enough productive, unrelated lines inside most breeds to get all the benefits 
of hybrid vigor and still register the top gilts. But we can find no experiments 
on crossing hogs within the purebred framework. ... We watched Prof. HARRY 
RUSSELL tie the purple of the Duroc breed on a spring boar pig at Ill. State 
Fair. Great guns! A pig champion! What next? Two alert farm boys, name 
of TRACY, stepped up and paid $2,500 for him. Hey, lads, be careful! They did 
carefully mate him to the gilts for their 1955 auction, where 92 averaged 
$210.97. Half of them went to commercial producers! We could repeat 
stories like that for every breed, if we had more pages. No producers—in 
factory, farm or library—are doing a better job of adjusting their product 
to demand than the purebred swineherds on American farms.
